For these reasons the claim was disal- 


lowed. The effect of the decision is to 
•zclnde n large number of persons who 
entered the service between July, 1865, 
*nd May, lS5t>, from the operations of 
tb« pension law. 


Since tbe decision was made it has 


keen ascertained that the supreme court 
ia December, 1887, held that the war 
did not terminate until the date of the 
president's proclamation on AUK. 30, 
1866. The case then decided wasmnder 
the "captured and abandoned properly" 
act, which authorized loyal owners of 
inch prupei ty to bring suit for its recov- 
ery in the court of claims within two 
yean after the suppression of the rebel- 
lion. The court held expressly that the 
question of date of termination of the 
vrar was not to be left to each claimant 
to settle, but was to b» determined by 
some fmmal public act of tbe govern- 
ment; that the first official declaration 
OB the point was tbe president's procla- 
mation; and that congress bad expressly 
adopts! this dato as that on which tbe 
rebellion em'.ed. 


The opinion closed as follows: 
"As 


congress in its legislation for the army 
h«s determine! that the rebellion closed 
on Aug. 20, 1S66, there is no reason why 
its declaration on this subject should not 
be received as settling the question, 
however private rights are affected 
it" 


In view of this decision and the large 


number of persons involved, the Barle- 
young case-will probably be reopened, 


MILL OPERATIVES. 


Bat Few Ketnrn to Work When Given an 


Opportunity. 


PROVIDENCE, June 4. — The mills at 


Olneynlle opened yesterday morning at 
the regular hour for the admission of 
•say operatives who -vrished to return. 
Tint the number who went in was but a 
small percentage of the force regularly 
employed there. The manufacturers- in- 
tend to leave places for the strikers for a 
short time, auA-if their former employes 
do not return they will engage any opera- 
tives they can get. 


At the Riverside mills 700 out of 1,700 


hands went back to their old positions 
in the morning. Of these 110 were weav- 
ers. This is a sufficient number to in- 
sure the running of the plant. 


Some 000 of the 2,200 hands returned 


to work at the Atlantic mills. 


At the Saxon mills, where it was gen- 


erally expected a large number would 
return to work, but a small number re- 
turned and the machinery' wa» not 
started. 


The gates of the Farwell worsted 


mills at Central Falls were thrown open 
to such workmen as desired to return. 
Before the shutting down of the mill 
135 weavers were employed out of a 
total force ot 300 operatives. Fifteen 
weavers went to work with a few oper- 
atives in other departments.

The oth- 
er day whc-ii lie appeared at the build- 
ing with Ins bicycle, upou which hp 
had ridden from hib home, aud attempt- 
ed to take it upstairs hevos mot by 
tbe jauitor :\nd several iussistauts, who 
seized Uiin and las wheel, aud lie \v:is 
ejeotcdc Ho claims that he has as orach 
right to curry his wheel to his office und 
keep it theie during the day as he has 
to carry uu umbrella, or a valise, or a 
law book. The bicycle is such a com- 
paratively new machine that its legal 
status is naturally questioned 
It has 


been declared a vehicle, possessing all 
the rights of a.vehicle on public roads, 
and tho right to carry it into a building 
may be abridged by such claim torwog- 
mtiou. If the question is decided iu the 
common soiiso way, tho bicycle will be 
allowed to be taken mto office buildings, 
provided it does uot interfere with any 
of the other occupants or "damage the 
buiidiug. 
The idea that it cannot be 


thus disposed of simply because horses 
aud vehicle* are not put np in offices is 
a little absurd.

incomo they receive. 


He was the sou of the tenth child of 


George II, who was created Duke of 
Cambridge, EJI 1 of Tipperarv and Barou 
Cullodeu, and who died m 1S30. George, 
the seuoud and presout duke, was voted 
an annuity of $(50,000 a year when his 
father died, aud the orphan's path was 
made tolerably ea&y. Joseph Hume, the 
well kuowu economist, voted to reduce 
this amouut by one-half, but could fiud 
only 53 members to go with him m the 
lobby. 


The young dtike was a soldier. Jolm 


Bright moved to limit the duke's in- 
come to tho |dO,000 from fllJ sources, 
but this veryreiisojiableiiropositipH waa 
defeated"10S to 39 The duke graduat- 
ed ii» army emoluments iu J83U, when 
at 18 years of agu ho became a colonel 
Eight years later be was a mtijor gen- 
eral, i« which capacity he held hniue of 
.the mast lucrative posts iu the *,en ice ; 
in 1854 a lieutenant general, ami w:is 
giveu the command of a Crimean di\i- 
sion J in 1§56 a general on full psxy, and 
six years later a field marshal at $22,- 
500 a year, with the command iu chief. 


Every step, notably the ia»r, w:is over 


the heads of ablo and veteran officers, 
grown gray in the country's service. Iu 
1801 he was made colonel of the Urawt 
dicr guards, and as this greatly coveted 
military appoiutinetit, with jts |10,000 
a year, has for 2? years been retained 
by ona already overloaded with public 
money and honors, it can be imagined 
how muck a=«sisfcincin army economists 
and reformers are likely to get from the 
head of the (-prviee.

This is especially true of Trin- 
ity and Grace church, v, hicli may al- 
most be said to improve year by year 
It is a peculiarity of these three land- 
marks of New York that those who fii- 
tend them come, in nearly every case, 
from sections of the city far up town..

First—Your granting to the Ohio 


Southern Railroad company, about 
two yers ago, the privilege of right 
of way over and across said street for 
two tracks: and there has been no 
move upon the part of the Ohio 
Southern company to build the track 
or complete the line, or recompense 
the property holders for their assess- 
ment. 


Second—Until tbe Ohio Southern 


Railroad company has used its priv- 
ilege or surrendered it, and it has 
been cancelled so far as they are con 
corned, we claim they should not be 
allowed to encumber the property 
abutting on Sugar street by fixing 
any further franchises or encum- 
brances on it of any nature or charac 
ter whatever.
